In addition, congress will make ap- 
propriations for the: ensuing fiscal 
year.

Legislation of 1921. 


The passing of the year marks the 
end of twelve months of almost con- 
tinuous sessions of congress. During 
that time much important legislation 
has been enacted. It marked the first 
period in more than eight years during 
which the republicans held power both 


They had overwhelming majorities in 
both chambers, and except for internal 
dissensions were able to function with 
little interference. 

The period marked as well the cre- 
ation of a new relationship between 
the president and congress. President 
Harding, himself elevated from a sena- 
torship, entered the white house with 
the avowed intention of restoring to 
the lawmaking bodies prerogatives 
which, he declared, had been usurped 
by a democratic president.

That the present year has been pro- 
ductive of the most far-reaching re- 
sults in the history of the Atlanta pub- 
lic school system, and that 1922 
should be another period of highly 
gratifying progress, was the statement 
Monday of W. W. Gaines, président of 
the board of education, ir a review 
of the past year and a forecast of the 
coming school year. 

“The main reason for my statement 
that 1921 has been the best year At- 
lanta schools have ever enjoyed,” 
President Gaines told The Constitu- 
tion, “lies in the fact ea the city has 
done more for the schoofS in a finan- 
cial way than ever before. 

“In March the ‘échools were voted | 
$4,000,000 of the $8,850,000 bond is- 
sue, and in August when we served 
notite that uw: increase in taxes was 
necessary to take care of a deficit in 
the current support of the schools, 
this was readily granted us. 


Charter Amended. 

‘‘Last summer the legislature was 
asked to amend the school charter to 
give to the schools 26 per cent of the 
city’s total revenue from all sources 
and all the state school fund, and this 
is now the law. The city also, under 
the charter law, is to pay the interest 
on the school bonds, so that charter 
provisions today mean that the schools 
will get a little more than one-third 
of the city’s total revenue. 

“When these measures are taken 
into consideration, it is easily seen 
that the year just ending has been a 
notable one in school history and that 
the Atlanta public school system is on 
a firmer foundation than ever before.” 
President Gaines also spoke of the 
gratifying «increase in enreliment. of, 
pupils in the city’s schools during 
1921, 

Increase of 6,000. 

“There are 6,000 more pupils in the 
schools at this time than there were 
at the corresponding time of 1920,”. 
he declared. “The total of students is 
39,000, and the spirit of pupils, teach- 
ers and officials is of the very high- 
est order. 

“The school administration is also 
in excellent favor with the general 
public, and I find that the only lack in 
the entire system is the fact that 
.uildings, grounds and equipment are 
inferior. I am glad to be able to add 
that we are planning early in 1922, 
upon the completion of the school sur- 
vey, to enter upon the work of meet- 
i: this need.

Washington, December 26.—Agri- 
culture during the past year has suf- 
fered the worst depression in its his- 
storys 

The purchasing value of farm crops 
is lower than ever before. 

This is the condition confronting the 
farmers of the nation—40 per cent of 
‘the population—at the beginning of 
the new year, according to Secretary 
of Agriculture Wallace. The situation, 
he believes, merits the serious atten- 
tion of all classes. 
~ “The purchasing power of 40 per 
cent of our people, represented as it 
is by the exchange value of the crops 
they grow and the live stock they pro- 
duce, is considerably lower than dur- 
ing the pre-war period 1910-1914,” 
said Wallace. “This is in large part 
responsible for the severe industria) 
depression. - When any considerable 
group of our people suffer through 
economic conditions, all other groups 
must suffer with them.” 

Selling Below Cost. 

For the past 18 months, Wallace 
said, agriculture has been suffering 
through the production of more food- 
stuffs than can be consumed or sold. 

“Farm crops have been selling for 
less than the actual cost of produc- 
’ tion,” he said. “They have been sell- 
ing for very much less, relatively, than 
other basic commodities. ‘This is but 
another way of saying that the wages 
of the farmer are far lower now than 
the wages of any other group. This 
has resulted in a condition, which, if 
continued, will, within a_ relatively 
short period, impose a heavy burden 
upon domestic consumers. The farm-

- “There seems to be a tendency to 
fegard the complaints and appeals 
which are being voiced by the farmers 
and the people who speak in their be- 
half as simply a recurrence of grumb- 
lings which have been heard from 
farmers in past periods of depression.

That incident is only typical: 
The condition to which it relates 
is true of thousands upon thou- 
sands of negroes in Georgia and 
millions in the entire south; and 
it is true not only of negro farm- 
ers, but of white farmers as well. 
They are suffering untold hard- 
ships and privations and discour- 
agements simply through lack of 
knowledge as to the common, ef- 
fective means of coping with ad- 
verse situations that arise from 
time to time in the course of their 
farming operations. 

There is no line of work more 
urgently needed in Georgia, or that 
would be of greater value to the 
state, than extension work among 
the farmers. 

Backed by the state and federal 
governments, this work should be 
vigorously carried on among the 
negro and white farmers alike, for 
it is impossible for the oné to suf- 
fer without corresponding injury 
to the other. 

The greater the degree of igno- 
rance, the greater is the necessity 
for farm extension work. 

The most pathetic feature of the 
whole situation in Georgia is that, 
regardless of the fact that if there 
ever was a time when such work 
should be carried on with maxi- 
mum intensity, now is such a time, 
yet, strange as it may seem, the 
agricultural educational facilities 
of Georgia are suffering more than 
those of any other department 
from lack of financial support. 

The most vitally important in- 
stitution in the state, so far as the 
agricultural welfare of the state is 
concerned—the state college of ag- 
riculture—is the one institution, 
that, needing help the worst of all, 
is being denied the support that its 
importance demands. 

And all because a few political 
pie-eaters are afraid their jobs are 
going to be interfered with if the 
state college is given adequate 
support and permitted to function 
as it should! | 

It is almost unbelievable that 
such a condition could exist in a 
state like Georgia—which is essen- 
tially a great agricultural state, 
and whose possibilities of rural 
development are unsurpassed by 
these of any other state in the 
union.

“Give a man a job today” is the 
substance of an appeal that is be- 
ing made through the newspapers 
of Atlanta by the Christian Coun- 
cil committee on unemployment in 
behalf of those who, hard hit by 
adversity, are craving an oppor:

China’s spokesmen have 
talked longer and oftener than 
anyone else. Japan’s have talked

her battleships, her strong central 
government, her aggressive nation- 
alism. Japan goes softly and car- 
ries a “big stick.” But China, with 
nothing that speaks for her, must 
and does speak for herself. Speaks 
eloquently too and with the sugges- 
tion of rich spiritual reserve that 
is type of the Orient. 


The persistent passion of China 
is for peace. She is the great paci- 
fist among nations; for peace she 


has given her fine raiment, the gold 
in her pockets, the wealth of her 
mines, the freedom of her frontiers, 
the sovereign control of her ports 
and waterways. Too proud to 
fight, too scornful of the aggressive 
and militant nationalism of her 
neighbors to protect herself from 
their spoils-taking, China stands 
first today of the victims of mili- 
tarism. 


Is this non-resisting China a hor- 
rible example or a thrilling and 
unfinished experiment? It is yet to 


be seen. If the Washington confer- 
ence fails her she will indeed be 
a horrible example; if. she gets 
what she came to Washington ask- 
ing she will have proven her case 
gloriously. Non-resistance has lost 
China much, but it has alsd saved 
her much. What she has lost in 
material silver is balanced with 
what she has saved in spiritual 
gold. Marco Polo found her mare 
velous with magicians and temples, 
wealth of gems and flavor of in- 
cense. The Washington conferees 
have found her marvelous’ with 
personality, philosophy, humanities 
and simplicities of spirit. Oldest 
of all the nations at the confer- 
ence table, China brings the. most 
youthful and hopeful spirit of them 
all, brings it through delegates 
equally young. equally hopeful and 
appealing. Wellington Koo is, ridic- 
ulously young: Dr. Sze is almost 
as young. Both are suave, intelli- 
gent, charming. Koo, with _his 
fine Hebraic profile, his capable, 
reserved chin, his old world Ppoise 
and polish, might more becoming- 
ly have been surnamed Disraeli 
than Wellington—it is easy to con- 
ceive him a sort of Oriental Lord 
Beaconsfield, smooth, subtle, pre-

The well-springs of all war lie in 
such countries as China gwhich are 
rich .in natural and _ spiritual re- 
source and poor in political organi- 
zation, - Because China is rich in 
resources she is the constant objec- 
tive of foreign investment and de- 
velanment, Because she is poor in 
political organization her sover- 
eignty. must be encroached upon by 
,other:countries in protection of the 
investments and rights of their 
ecitigefis since Chink cannot protect 
those ‘rights. So China has becom 


the great military powers, in pro- 
tection of their investments or the 
investments of their citizens, meet 
each other jealously, suspiciously, 
like dogs at a ne, Yet-there is 
enough to go around in China—or 
will be when we approach her as 
the world’s hostess and. not the 
world’s prey. Unless we do so aps 
proach her there will be no sure 
peace in the Pacific.

| HEALTH TALKS 


BY WILLYAM BRADY, M. D. 
SHOULD CHILDREN DRINK 
COCOA? 


In our talk about tea and coffee 
the other day, dear children, we 
learned that these beverages do not 
retard or interfere with the digestion 
of food in the stomach. When choc- 
olate or cocoa is taken as a beverage, 
however, the effect is quite different, 
and in pointing out the difference I 
would direct your attention at the 
same time to the practice in some 
school cafeterias or lunch rooms of 


.| furnishing cocoa as a beverage for 


young children who are none too well 
nourished to begin with. 

Tea and coffee are stimulants, hav- 
ing practically no food or fuel value 
in themselves, aside from the food 
value of the sugar and cream or milk 


taken with them. Cocoa or choco- 
late has some food value in itself, 
insignificant in the nutritive require. 
ments of the child, but a definite food 
value nevertheless. Of course, cocoa 
is a stimulant to the brain, spinal 
cord, heart and kidneys, particularly 
the kidneys—and this is another rea- 
son why it is not advisable for chil- 
dren—but compared with tea and cof- 
fee, cocoa is only a mild stimulant. 

When one drinks tea or coffee with 
a meal the effect is much the same 
as when one drinks a glass or two 
of water with the meal—and one 
should always take a glass or two of 
water with every meal. The effect is 
stimulation of the flow of gastric 
juice into the stomach from the 
glands. The tea or coffee or water 
remains only a short time in the stom- 
ach, perhaps ten or fifteen minutes, 
and is then sent on into the intestine, 
but the flow of gastric juice the tea, 
coffee. or water has initiated contin- 
ues for a time, so that the food taken 
at the meal is better digested by rea- 
son of the stimulation the beverage 
has produced. 

Now cocoa doesn’t do anything like 
that. Cocoa doesn’t leave the stom- 
ach for perhaps two or three hours, 
for remember, cocoa is itself a food, 
but its content of carbohydrate, pro- 
tein and fat material insures a pro- 
longed sojourn in the stomach, for the 
stomach has more real brains than 
many an owner carries in his skull, 
when it comes to the essaying of the 
diet. Remember that cocoa is a mild- 
er stimulant than tea, coffee or wa: 
ter, in its effect on the flow of gas: 
tric juice. So there you have a case 
against cocoa as a child’s beverage. 
It lodges in the stomach, where it 
fails to initiate the free secretion of 
gastric juice to take care of any real 
food the child may be coaxed to take 
with his stomach loaded with this 
fake food. and the child runs away 
to mope and fret, stomach full, to be 
sure, but no interrupted stream of 
nourishment going to the child's body 
tissues. Your cocoa has just tricked 
the child into the belief that he has 
had a good meal. Feeding the old 
horse sawdust when the oats are out 
would be about the same thing. And 
yet some “dietitians’ who should be 
called dilletantists, would play this 
little game on the very children who 
need extra good fare because of their 
poor nutrition. 

The reason cocoa remains overlong 
in the stomach and so withholds from 
the child the stream of energy he 


should receive for a few hours from 
that meal, is the fat in cocoa. But 
that fat is of little fuel value when 
or if the child finally does digest it.

Answer—It is dangerous for the 
baby to be kissed by a person who 
has syphilis of recent origin (less than 
two years’ duration, for instance), for 
the virus of syphilis may be conveyed 
through the saliva. No one should 
be permitted to kiss a baby about the 
face. Syphilis is but one of many 
serious diseases which may be com- 
municated through a-kiss.

But, as important as any of these 
items are, the fact that the undertak- 


ing revives the old question, which 


was influential in sweeping the late 
Theodore Roosevelt into power—the 
question of whether this sian ‘recla- 
mation project shall be publicly or 
privately financed—stands out in 
strong relief.

TRADING BY RUSSIA 
* HONS BG NREASE 


Moscow, December 25.—( By the

Trade Agreements. 


Kressin managed to negotiate trade 
agreements with England, Germany 
and several minor powers, but the 
foreign trade commissions which came 
to Russia failed to find the large 
supplies which bolshevist leaders had 
heralded*throughout the world. The 
concession plan which Krassin and 
bis associates had devised did not 
appeal to foreign investors. Confi- 
fence was lacking. Old- owners had 
no desire to invest more money in 
factories which had been taken away 
from them and other foreigners could 
not be induced to take factories whose 
title was clouded, 

The bolshevist government lacked 
the gold necessary to buy abroad and 
could not find creditors. The govern- 
ment announced it would make import 
and export business possible for indi- 
viduals and corporations, under gov- 
This belated state- 
ment came in October. Commissions 
are working out customs tariffs, and 
1922 probably will see a far larger ex- 
port and,import trade if the govern- 
ment makes good its promise to release 
its.grip on foreign business, 

dpsiic Urquhart, a British mining 
man, who attempted to obtain conces- 
sions to work the mining properties 
which he controlled in Russia before 
the bolshevist regime, said it would 
be impossible for him to operatée in 
Russia until the government stops the 
activities of the cheka, or secret serv- 
ice, which, he insists, is stronger than 
the central government with which 
concessions are negotiated. 


Russia’s Exports. 


The cheka always has had an im- 
portant part in directing foreign 
trade arrangements, Many commis-. 
Sioners selected by the foreign trade 
council have not been permitted to 
leave Russia. Forigners are uneble 
to understand the relations. between 
the cheka, which operates under” Um- 
slicht, and tie so-called central gov- 
ernment. It is not clear whether there 
is a dual government, or whether the 
men who are generally recognized as 
heads of the government use the cheka 
and thus avoid direct blame for acts 
which meet with public disapproval. 

Official figures for the foreign trade 
of Russia during the first nine months 
of this year show that the exports 
totalied roughly 100,000 tons. These 
exports were clfiefly raw materials, or 
partly manufactured articles, such as 
timber, railway ties, leather, fur, -tar, 
bristles, hair, asbestos and graphite. 
Thirty-three per cent of the exports 
went to England. Forty-six per cent, 
chiefly wood and flax, went to Latvia 
for exportation to various countries, 
The value of goods exported abroad 
from January 1 until August 31 was 
about $1,140,000.
